Now’, as an 
outpatient I can call a special 
number and talk to the intern 
who cared for me or specially 
trained nurses. They are willing 
to try to help you at anytime. 
While I wras in the hospital 
I witnessed 'people being helped 
with 
m arriage, 
family, 
oc­ 
cupational or social problems. 
These problems 
led to other 
problems with drugs, attempted 
suicides 
by 
overdoses 
or 
p h y s i c a l i n j u r y , and 
psychological 
disorders, 
like 
withdrawal 
from 
a 
society 
which can harm weak people. 
T h r o u gh 
group 
therapy, 
medications 
and 
counseling 
these people and myself were 
helped by being made aware 
that there are ways to cope with 
our small 
problems. This 
is 
sim ilar to the purpose behind 
the organizations, I mentioned 
previously. 
To the author of that letter 
I would like to say you reap 
what you sow'. In order to get 
anything out of our society you 
have to give of yourself by 
listening to troubled friends and 
advising them or serving in the 
community projects. 
Being a volunteer during the 
recent flood and helping in the 
cleanup 
would 
have 
been 
a 


terrific experience for you. You 
would realize how much good 
is still In society. 
I was amazed at the number 
of people who were willing to 
serve as individuals or under 
local 
businesses 
operated

fine citizens. I feel that even 
our local newspaper and radio 
staff were encaptured by tbe 
spirit of these people and in 
turn did a fine job in helping 
them through their fine flood 
coverage.

for 18-Year-0lds 
Right to 
Depends

One of the most important 
rights gained, through legislation 
Tuesday 
by 
18-year-olds 
in 
Pennsylvania was the right to 
enter into 
binding 
contracts 
without parental consent. 
It is this new privilege which 
carries the most responsibility, 
according to several.

who

ticipate no problems, and only 
minor changes in policy because 
of the lowered legal age. 
Richard Frain, assistant vice 
president at Continental Bank 
and Trust Co., said there was 
no change in the basic banking 
policy in regards to the lowered, 
legal age.

Eighteen • year - olds now 
would 'be treated just as a 21- 
year-old or any other adult 
when requesting a. loan, said 
Frain who stressed the credit 
rating .is the major factor, not 
the age.

AH of the loan amount above 


$2,500 had to be repaid over 
a long term at an interest rate 
of more than 5 per cent. 


As a. result, many victims 


submitted applications for loans 
in. relatively modest amounts — 
for $3,000 or $4,000 — despite 
the fact their flood losses were 
much greater.

Hearings Reveal 
Proof of 'Payola' 
To Broadcasters 
LOS ANGELES (AP) - 
Closed-door hearings in four 
major cities have turned up 
“substantial preliminary evi­ 
dence of payola or plugola” to 
broadcasters, a Federal Com­ 
munications Commission offi­ 
cial said Friday. 
William B. Ray, chief of the 
FCC’s Complaints and Com- 
jpian.ee Division which is con­ 
ducting the formal inquiry, 
urged that the commission open 
the inquiry to the public. 
Without going into detail. Ray 
discussed the probe in remarks 
prepared for the Billboard Ra­ 
dio Programming Forum. 
A. spokesman, said the FCC 
has not. disclosed the cities 
where the hearings are being 
held. 
“Payola” and “ plugola” are 
terms that emerged several 
years ago when a similar inves­ 
tigation turned up undercover 
payments from companies to 
disc jockeys to plug certain 
'/records or sneak in free men­ 
tion of products. Federal law 
prohibits such practices. 
Ray said, “1 can state on be­ 
half of the commission itself 
that it is going to do everything 
in its power to eliminate the 
practice of payola.” 
Adding that his view’s were 
his own and not necessarily 
shared bv the FCC on all 
points, Ray said, “The commis­ 
sion might very well find the 
public interest to 'be .served by 
making at least some of these 
future proceedings public, so 
that Congress, the public, the 
; press and. the broadcasting and 
recording industries themselves 
may learn what we learn and 
get a better idea of how much 
payola really exists and who is 
i responsible for it.” 
He continued, “the commis­ 
sion certainly would not go on 
„ any mere fishing expedition or

DICK ALLEN D RIVES 'EM BATTY 
BY M ELVIN DURSLAG 
LOS ANGELES (K FS) — In what passes for 
modern baseball, only two batsmen previously had 
succeeded in hitting two home runs inside the park 
in the sam e game. 
Now a third had joined them. And the news hid 
spread from Bangor to Osaka and from Tampico to 
Hudson Bay. 
Calmly, the Los Angeles Dodgers read the head­ 
lines about Richie Allen, now billed as Dick. Already 
leading the American League in homers and runs 
batted in, and romping about with an average of 
better than .300, he was causing the multitudes to 
wonder about the cerebral excellence of the Dodgers, 
who had shunted him in a trade to the White Sox. 
For that matter, there also was reason to ques­ 
tion the sagacity of the Phillies, who had shunted him 
to the Cardinals, and of the Cardinals, who had shunt­ 
ed him to the Dodgers. 
To complicate the Los Angeles wound, the big 
stick obtained as Allen’s replacement, Frank Robin­ 
son, was, at the moment, hitting .255, his lowest 
average since coming into the majors. 17 years ago. 
UNANIMOUS DECISION 
A1 Campanis, vice-president of the Dodgers who 
ordered the Allen trade, reflected on the case soberly. 
Before Dick was uncoupled, the board of brains had 
discussed the matter in detail. There were no dis­ 
senting votes. Campanis was told to lower the boom. 
“When you trade a fellow like Allen,'”' said Al, 
‘‘you are leaving yourself wide open. H e’s a fine ball 
player. He has speed and he is apt to hit 50 or more 
home runs. You know if he does something at his 
next stop, you are going to take a beating.” 
“Why didn’t you feel you could live with his 
lack of conformity?” 
“We gave it a lot of thought,” said Campanis, 
“and we reached the conclusion that the success of 
the Dodgers through the years was due to a team 
spirit we developed right down to the clubhouse 
people. We didn’t feel it was worth compromising 
our standards. Long range, we thought we could do 
more winning with those who conform to the rules.” 
“Knowing Allen was unconventional, why did you 
take him in the first place?” 
“We gambled that the spirit on our team would 
be contagious. Richie was now a little older. We 
hoped he would go along.'”' 
“Did you try very often talking to him ?” 
“I had talks with him. 
He would show up late 
and I would call him in. He was never unpleasant. 
He would say, ‘Albie, baby, everything is going to be 
all right.’ 
“I even had a talk with his wife, Barbara, who is 
a very nice girl. She told me the Allens had come to 
California to stay. She didn’t want to move. I said 
we were trying to be very positive in our thoughts. I 
also said that players, in many cases, trade them­ 
selves. 
The pressure, according to Campanis, was princi­ 
pally on Waller Alston, who was trying to maintain, 
a semblance of discipline on a club on which Allen 
was operating as a separate arm. 
Richie had a great September. 
He carried the 
Dodgers that month. Rather than risk a boat-rocking 
with confrontations, Alston chose to swallow his em­ 
barrassment and let Allen proceed pretty much as 
he pleased. 
It isn’t documented, but it is reported from Chicago 
that the White Sox management had a private talk 
with its players, informing them, that Allen was not 
completely orthodox. They were asked to except him 
from the normal procedures on the ground that he 
could help the club both on the field and at the ticket 
office. 
He has, of course, done both. 
POPULAR MISCONCEPTION 
To a lot of people, the Dodgers are1 the dolts. But 
they explain simply that the philosophy of some clubs 
isn’t the sam e as others. 
When Allen was put up for trade by Los Angeles, 
a number of teams rejected him. 
Richie is not an 
unlikable person, but he does march to his own drums. 
“When the White Sox took him,” said Campanis, 
“I advised, them not to waste time trying him at any 
position but first base. I also assured them that he 
was a hell of a ball player. It was just sad that he 
didn’t fit into our picture.” 
If the Dodgers are the losers on Allen, they accept 
their defeat stoically. Conforming to their formula, 
they like to point out that they have won more pen­ 
nants the last 20 years than any other team in the 
National League.
